This obviates the danger of burning, 
and hastens the process.

Barometer (Baros, weight; meter, 
to measure). An instrument for as- 
certaining the weight, or pressure, of 
the atmosphere. Usually a glass 
tube similar in shape to the letter 
“U,” about 32 inches high, one end 
closed. It is partly filled with quick- 
silver. The air is expelled from the 
closed end, forming a vacuum there. 
The weight, or pressure of the air on 
the open end of the tube pushes the 
quicksilver upward in the closed end 
until the weight of the column of 
quicksilver therein exactly equals the 
weight of the air pushing down on 
the open end. Quicksilver is about 
3% times heavier than water. If 
water was used in the tube, it would 
require a column 33 feet high to bal- 
ance: the air pressure.

12, How does it foretell the Weath- 


er? 

Weather changes are preceded by 
variations in the air pressure, indi- 
cated by a rise or fall of the mercury 
in the barometer. Weather forecasts 
are fairly accurate 24 or 36 hours 
ahead. Unforseen atmospheric con- 
ditions frequently develop, often at 
greatly separated points, which make 
great and sudden changes in the 
weather—a hurricane or a norther 
may develop in a.few hours. On the 
air maj] routes, for instance, it is 
important that the pilot knows the 
kind of weather he is likely to en- 
counter ahead. To lessen the possi- 
bility of accidents the government is 
planning to make frequent observa- 
tions at the ground level in the 
usual manner and of the upper air by 
means of “pilot” balloons; and to 
keep the pilots fully informed as to 
the safest altitudes at which to fly, 
or to avoid dangerous storms by 
pte landing, detpuring or turning 
back.

PRESIDENT COOLIDGE’S message 
to Congress.on Mexican-Nicaraguan 
relations hit the country in the right 
spot and at the right time. We are 
a peaceful people but not: pacifist, we 
are a just, but not a truculent people. 
But the time had arrived when it was 
necessary to make clear that what 
we were demonstrating was fairness 
and not meekness. There were some 
timid souls who began to pyramid an 
ultimatum on the message. There is 
no fear of such a happening. Unti) 
the time the message was written, 
there was a. distinct possibility that 
our Mexican neighbor, unchecked, 
might have passed from one stage of 
pin pricking to another so that an 
ultimatum might have become an ab 
solute necessity for protection of 
American rights and property. The 
very firmness of the message has 
eliminated that ‘possibility. 


CAPITAL PUNISHMENT 


There seems to be a growing senti- 
ment for a return. to capital punish- 
ment in Michigan, two measures to 
that effect having already been intro- 
duced in the. present legislature. A 
number of brutal murders, several of 


which appeared to have: been commit- 
ted without a single reason, has had 
a lot to do with this new viewpoint. 


Detroit, with its growing list of 
blood~shedding hi-jackers, has also 
added to the belief that in capital 
punishment we have one solution of 
the crime problem. Michigan was one 
of the first states in the Union to 
banjsh the legalized taking of human 
life. For years there has been a 
deepseated sentiment against the 
death penalty in this state on moral, 
tempermental and religious grounds. 
We are not going to reverse our po 
sition without. giving this question 
much careful thought. In the sister 
states of Wlinois, Indiana and Ohio, 
where capital punishment is written 
upon their statute books, homicide 

"yates are higher than in Michigan, It 
is one thing to return capital punish- 
ment to Michigan, but it will be 
another problem. to get juries to 
bring a verdict inflicting the supreme 
penalty upon a human being. Sob 
sisters, sentimental jurors, a sensa- 
tion seeking press combine to make 
capital punishment merely a paper 
law, through which criminals of the 
worst class edge their way to free- 
dom. Better to make a life sentence 
mean exactly what it implies, than to 
attempt to write into our statutes a 
law that would not have the moral 
backing of the people.

Not less important was the enuncla- 
tion by the President in his megsage of 
‘the doctrine of the “pecullar respon- 
sibility” of the United States in Cen- 
tral America arising from fnvestments 
‘of our citizens and the necessity of 
protecting the Panama canal and the 
rights the United States has acquired 
to the Nicaraguan canal route. 

When disclaimtng any desire or in- 
tervention {n thelr interna! affairs, 
the President declared that “the sta- 
bility, prosperity, and {ndependence” 
of the Central American republics 
“can never be a matter of indifference 
to us,” and served notice on President 
Calles of Mexico and all others con- 
cerned that the United States will not 
tolerate “the jeopardizing of American 
interests” and impairment of constitu. 
tional government in that region. 

“I have the. most conclusive evi- 
dence,” said President Coolidge in his 


;| message, “that arms and munitions in 


large quantities have been on geveral 
occasions since August, 1926, shipped 
to the revolutionists in Nicaragua. 

“Boats carrying these munitions 
‘have been fitted out in Mexican ports 
and some of the munitions bear evi- 
dence of having belonged to the Mexi- 
can government. It also appears that 
the ships were fitted out with the full 
knowledge of afd, In some cases, with 
‘the encouragement of Mexican off 
clals, and wére, in one instance, at 
least, commanded by a Mexican naval 
reserve officer,” 

The munitions mentioned by the 
President were among the revolution- 
Ist stores that fell into the hands of 
Admiral Latitner, Among these were 
800,000 rounds of cartridges in boxes 
hearing the Inbel “Mexican national 
arsenel.” : : 

The message, which was-wholly un- 
{expected at the capitol, created a sen- 
ration. The solemn exposure by the 
American President of the arming of 
the Nicaraguan revolutionists by the 
Callies government convinced many 
senators and representatives that 
events are fast moving toward a show- 
down, if not a rupture, between the 
United States and Mexico. 

With Calles proceeding# to the dis- 
possession of Ainesicnns from ail and 
farm lands they acquired before, the 
present Mexican constitution was 
adopted In 1917 and with President 
Coolidge having threntened to with- 
draw recognition if the confiscation 
policy were consummated, the discios- 
ure of Calles’ anti-American plotting 
in Central America may touch the

times. Winter freshening ranked

\first in butter-fat 7 times and in in- 
come over cost of feed 9 times. Sum- 
mer freshening ranked first in but- 
ter-fat production 8 times and in in- 
come over cost of feed 8 times.

The foregoing findings are both in- 
teresting and convincing, Cream and 
milk generally fetch much better 
prices in the fall and-early winter.

Such a practice 
wuld add to the profits of the pro- 
ducer, give the consumer a more con- 
stant supply of dairy products and

Fred Pehrson, 20 years old, of Mar- 
engo, is held in the Calhoun County 
Jail for observation following repeat- 
ed attempts to wreck interurban cars 
by piling boulders on the tracks. For 
five nights in succession, conductors 
had to get out of their cars ‘to remove 
obstructions and on the fifth . night 
officers caught Pehrson near ~ the 
scene of the last attempt. He told | 
the officers he was disappointed that 
the conductors had seen the boulders 
as he expected to get a thrili out of 
watching a wreck. 

Another legislative step toward 
clearing away debris of the Groes- 
beck administration was taken in the 
house. Representative Clancy, of 
Hillsdale, introduced a bill for repeal 
of the statute which would establish 
a fifth normal school in the northern 
part of the lower peninsula. The last 
tegislature appropriated $360,000 for 
establishment of the institution. It 
was employed by the last administra- 
tion as a trading medium in aid of 
other legislation sought by the last 
governor, 


Plans to ask the Legislature to ap- 
propriate $50,000 to carry out welfare 
work of the American Legion are be- 
ing worked out by the executive com- 
mittee. In the past welfare work of 
the Legion was paid for from a fund 
of approximately $200,000 left in the 
Michigan Patriotic fund at the close 
of the war and turned over to the Le- 
gion. This fund is nearly exhausted. 
Its expenditure was the subject of a 
legislative investigation following the 
special session last winter. 


Following the issuance by himself 
of a report on the financial condition 
of the Michigan State Fair, showing 
a net loss of $1,918.68 for the year 
ending Nov, 30, 1926, Gov. Fred W. 
Green announced he will reorganize 
the State Fair Board. Gov. Green 
declared the Fair will be run by Fred 
A. Chapman, of Ionia, the Governor's 
business partner. The joss showed 
for this year in the Green statement 
is compared with a-net profit of $23,- 
778.21 for 1926. :
